Remain in Effect and

no traffic 
lights and the .sea.son for night 
baseball games being about over, 
the relaxation in dimout regula- 
tions that became effective 
fhrough an Army proclamation 
Sunday don’t mean much to local 
residents or in Zone A in which 
they are located, except in the 
natter of home lighting. 

Only lights within six feet o) 
a window in the home must be 
shielded now, and they can be 
close to a window if .shielded by 
lamp shades. But porch an-d all 
other exterior lights will continue 
‘o be shielded to horizontal and 
illumination of outdoor area.s 
must be limited to one-foot can. 
die. Skylights mu.st be shielded 
from direct rays from light 
sources. 

All restrictions are off the use 
j of automobile headlights in this 
area, but when the motorist ge** 
irito areas within sight of the 
sea he must use the low beam 
where formerly he was obliged to 
drive with only the parking 
beam. 

.Shielded recreation lights are 
permitted here, but Police Chief 
McMillan believes citizens who 
propo.se to illuminate their tennis 
or badminton courts .should call 
in a lighting engineer of the Edi¬ 
son Company to advi.se them, as 
strict enforcement of the regula¬ 
tion! will be continued. The reg¬ 
ulation calls for not more than 
30-foot candle lights for such 
mirposes. 

Hoods will remain on the street 
lights and the ban on outdoor 
lighted signs i.s continued.

SIERRA MADRE PAYS TRIBUTE 
TO THE MEMORY OF PERLEY P. 
SHEEHAN, AUTHOR-JOURNALIST 


Sierra Madre paid loving trib¬ 
ute to the memory of the late 
Perley I’oore Sheehan at a me¬ 
morial service conducted by Rev. 
John S. Neal at the Church of 
the Ascension Sunday afternoon. 
Townspeople of all denominations 
represented here who had come 
to know and highly esteem the 
noted writer who was their kind¬ 
ly fellow citizen, joined the choir 
in singing one of his favorite 
hymns. Dean Arnold G. H. Bode, 
an intimate friend, who pre.sided 
.tt the organ, also spoke with 
much feeling of the attributes 
that endeared Mr. Sheehan to all 
who knew him well. Dean Bode 
said, in part: 

"I am glad to be asked to 
speak of our friend Perley Shee¬ 
han. We know he wished to 
have no ceremonies of mourning 
over him, and we have followed 
out his wishes. We have had 
'no moaning of the bar when he 
put out to sea.' I take thi.s. gath¬ 
ering to be one of remembrance 
of his gooiiness and his fiiend- 
.ship and his contribution to the 
happiness of our town. And I 
am to be a voice expressing what 
is in the hearts of all of you, 
and I am to say what you would 
wLsh to be said. 

"A friend of his and mine, Mr. 
Goshom, the editor of our local 
newspaper, said to me: 'I think 
the greatest influence on the life 
of Perley Sheeh;in came from 
the example of Saint Francis of 
Assisi.' 

"I am sure that is true. Sab¬ 
atier’s Lif'C of Saint Francis was 
the source of his intimate knowl¬ 


edge of the ‘little poor man of 
Assisi' who has been called the 
second great Christian since 
Jesus Christ, who lived in pov¬ 
erty, who helped the poor and 
the sick, who loved the birds and 
all creatures, and who drew to 
him others whom he inspired to 
be like him. 

"Perley came to Sierra Madre 
in the tinre of the last great 
depression and unemployment... 
All churches here were trying to 
follow the example of their Ma.s- 
ter and of St. Francis in helping 
thase in want. Naturally he and 
I were drawn together and many 
were the talks we had on the 
porch on Baldwin avenue where 
his hospitable wife and he held 
almost a daily salon for all com¬ 
ers, where over the teacups one 
could join in a feast of reason 
and a flow of soul. 

"... He was so conscious of 
the pre.sence of God in people 
'made in His own image’ that he 
felt it wrong to confine the pres¬ 
ence to the Church. He would i 
quote: 'Know ye not that ye are 
the temple of God and that God 
dwelleth in you?’ He followed 
a great Christian who said: 'You 
must not shut the Lord in the 
tabernacle and fail to .see Him 
in the children of the street.’ 

“A great feature of Perley’s 
life among us was his simplicity 
and his sympathy for and trust 
in the plain people. He felt the 
hope of the world lay in them, 
anticipating Vice-President Wal- 
hcc and other prominent thinkers 
of today. The plain people who 
work and .sacrifice and deny 
themselves for their children, who 
see accidents and sit up nights 
with their sick friends, who help 
their neighbors, who are meticu-

A BIG JOB 

The huge job ahead of Califor¬ 
nia to retain its industrial growth 
in the post-war period is indi¬ 
cated by figures just released by 
the State Department of Indus¬ 
trial Relations. 

The figures reveal that indus¬ 
trial employment in California 
neared the million mark during 
the month of August, with 961,- 
000 employes receiving total earn¬ 
ings of $49,000,000 per week. 

Over half of the Industrial 
workers, 521,000, were working in 
plants most directly a.ssociated 
with the war effort—aircraft and 
shipbuilding. And the report of 
the State Department of Indus¬ 
trial Relations indicates that the 
work rolls in these two industries 
will continue to lengthen. 

The August total of 961,000 in¬ 
dustrial employes represents a 
gain of 200,000 over the same 
period last year! Not all were 
newcomers to California. Many 
were old residents, principally 
women, drawn into industrial 
employment for the first time by 
the war. No record of the per¬ 
centage of newcomers to Califor¬ 
nia was published in the Slate’s 
figures, but the total is undoubt- 
erly large. On the basis of ra¬ 
tion books issued, the OPA esti¬ 
mates that California has gained 
at least 750,000 in population. i 
The overwhelming majority of j 
people who have come to Califor¬ 
nia to work in the war industri'es 1
